NUMBERS OF U. S. CASUALTIES ARE UNKNOWN

LONDON, April 10.—But for the gallant defense put up by 


General Carey's improvised army in which American railway 
engineers played a prominent p*art, says the correspondent on 
the Western front of the Daily Mail, the enemy rnigiS. have 
pushed through Amiens in the first few days of his great attack. 


"There'was no doubt in anybody's mind that they would 


hold on grimly as long as breath remained in their bodies," says 
the correspondent.

"It was not until it had been in the field for sprue time that 


the force was able' to get artillery, but as soon as th'ey had it they 
certainly used it to good advantage.

moist soil, and thrives best under irri* 
gallon. It will not withstand as much 
frost as cabbage, but la -very sensitive 
to hot weather. To make a success ot 
the crop It is best to plant it about 
the time of the last killing frost In 
spring, using plants grown In the hot- 
bed or window box. This gives It time 
to mature before hot weather comes. 
The rows need not be more than 2% 
to 3 feet apart (or horse cultivation, 
or 24 to 30 Inches apart for hand work. 
The plants should be from 14 to 18 
Inches apart In rows. The culture is 
the same as for cabbage until tho 
heads begin to develop, after which 
the leaves may be tied together over 
the heads to eidude ths light and 
keep heads white.
